It does not mean procrastina- 
tion It means getting the indirectly 
prf)di!ctive work done in advance, if 
possil)le. but if it can't be done in 
atlvanie put it off till the rush work 
in the lields is out of the way. It is 
one of the important factors, say 
farm-management specialists of the 
I'niterl States Department of .Agri- 
culture, in lull utilisation of farm 
labor.

Farm-management specialists say. 
however, that a great deal can be 
accomplished toward helping produc- 
tion by getting the most out of the 
labor available. They lay down a 
few simple rales that they btHicve 
will help toward attaining this result. 

The best termer, they say, is the 
one who gets the other wont out of 
the way and keeps the teams moving 
whenever the land it in condition for 
field work. The amount of products 
that a farmer can grow depends on 
getting the field work done when the 
weather will permit it. Nothing ex- 
cept necessary work like feeding and 
milking should be permitted to take 
men from the fields, and it should be 
planned where possible to get these 
(hings done and still keep the horses 
working ten hours a day.

any time within a wide latitude, but 
the time comes when it can not be 
put off any longer and it may stop 
the rush work. Seed corn, for example 
may be tested and shelled any time 
after it is thoroughly cured, but if 
the work is neglected until the fields 
are ready to plant, then that most 
profitable work in the corn field may 
be delayed. That is a fair illustration 
of "get-it-out-of-the-way" work. 

It takes more planning, more think- 
ing, and more force of character to 
do this wf;rk in seasons \\-hen there 
is no rush work than it does to con- 
centrate on rush work. Only by using 
his head can the farmer handle the 
"get-it-out-of-the-way" work in ad- 
vance, but he must apply the rule 
methodically and unfailingly if be is 
to get ahead very fast In spite of 
shortage of labor.

fully aired and frequently washed, be- 
cause they absorb oil and perspiration 
from the body- If dresses, waists, and 
other outer garments are carefully 
placed on hangers as thay are being 
aired, many wrinkles will disappear. 

Sponging and pressing will m many 
cases freshen cotton and woolen 
fabrics, but too frequent pressing of 
partly soiled white washable garments 
will tend to yellow them and colored 
ones may be permanently discolored 
ill ibis way In any case the material 
should be evenly dampened, and the 
iron must be perfectly clean and 
free from rust, for a rusty iron will 
cause unsightly stains. Sponging with 
thin starch or gum arable water will 
make some fabrics look like new. Suc- 
cess lies in having the garment even- 
ly daiiipep>>d so that no water-rings 



are formed or an uneven stiffness 
produced. 

Cotton and linen suits can be press- 
ed and laundered at home. Dust can 
generally be shaken from them, for 
they do not hold it as wool and silk 
do.Brashing tends to rah the dirt into 
cotton and linen fibers. Heavy cotton 
and linen suitings should be pressed 
on the wrong side or with a thin cloth 
spread over them. This makes them 
look iTiore like new and prevents shine 
on seams and marks of the iron. 

Embroidered garments should be 
pressed face down on an old bath 
towel or thick soft pad.

[he farmer who raised a good crop

made money, whatever may have been 
the lot ut the farmer who grew grain 

or fed live stock. 

Hut because this is true, let us not 
lose iMir sense of proportion or for- 
^'et tlir lunilamcntals ut good farming, 
riie dcinainl im tobacco is likely to 
remain goiul i.ir .i \ c.u' or two; hut 
a large increase m the sr.pp!.\ is to he 
looked for. Many farmers who have 
been growing tobacco are planning to 
Increase their acreage, and the crop 
is being planted by many farmers 
.vho have not been growing it There 
is danger here — a big crop might 
< aMl\ send the price down below the 
cost of production. ^ 

The farmer who haa found tobacco 
a good money crop can aafely plsft 
It again this year— if he plants it ss 
a money or surplus crop only. He ia 
taking a dangerous risk if he plaiits 
so much tobacco that he cannot raise 
the wheat and corn, the hay and truck, 
the hogs and cattle he needs for his 
I 1 wn use The only safe fanning is 
that which makes certain of the farm- 
er's living first of all; and the farmer 
who e.xpects to buy his living out of 
the proceeds of a tobacco crop is 
taking a gambler's chance. Tobacco 
in moderation is all right; but thia 
is no time to go tobacco crasyw—

Office of Field Agent .V20 Custom 
House Farm land values in Kentucky 
as a whole have increased approx- 
imately 11 per cent in the last year, 
according to the March agricultural 
report issued here bjr the Keatacky 
office of the United Sutes Bartaa of 
Crop Bstimatt*. In tha aasM time 
farm land rahm in tht UaHed ttates 
as a whok haft inertased approx- 
imately St ftr.ctat. 

Tkt lacrease in Kentucky has been 
ffrtatcst fai the tobacco producing sec- 
tions, amotmting in maay instances 
to wild speculation and inflation in 
the richest Blue Grass counties, and to 
very great increases in the richer sec- 
tions of Western Kentucky 

Good plow lands and improved 
farms in both Kentucky and the en- 
tire United States show not only 
greater increase in value in dollars 
per acre than does poor plow land or 
unimproved farm land, but also show 
greater percentages of inefftasa' in 
value per .o re
